Prior Council Action: 4/26/06 - Council directed the City Manager to
process a code amendment to allow mobile food establishments in certain zoning districts.

6/8/06 - Council approved an ordinance regarding mobile
food establishments and requested that the Planning Commission make a recommendation regarding the
appropriate buffering between a mobile, food establishment and a residential use.

8/31/06 - The City Council approved first reading of an ordinance adding Section 25-2-812 to the City
Code and amending Section 25-2-1406 of the City Code relating to mobile food establishments and
repealing Ordinance No. 20060608-120.

9/28/06 - The City Council approved second/third readings of an ordinance regulating mobile food
establishments.

01/31/08 - The City Council amended the Mobile Food Ordinance by deleting the April deadline for
Council consideration, requring notification to mobile food vendors, and allowing contact teams to submit
an application.

On September 28, 2006, the City Council approved an ordinance regulating mobile food establishments.
One of the provisions of the ordinance provided that neighborhood associations could submit an
application to the City requesting that mobile food establishments comply with additional distance
requirements. On January 31, 2008, the City Council amended the ordinance by allowing planning area
contact teams to submit an application and also that mobile food vendors be notified of a neighborhood’s
request to have the additional distance requirements applied to their area.

There are two ways a neighborhood association may request that the regulations apply to their area: (1)
during the neighborhood planning process; or; (2) submit an application during the open filing period in
February.
